The Commis;ioner shall have authority to in- 
terrogate any manufacturer and labor asso- 
ciations. He shall also obtain information 
upon these subjects from the different for- 
eign nations. e expenses of this 
ment are to be restricted to twenty-five thom 
sand dollars per annum. 


FOREIGN. 


Captain Wynpuam, of the Jamaica, 
which arrived on the 17th at New Orleans, 
denied that yellow fever prevailed at Vera 
Cruz, Mex. 

Panis advices of the 17th state that the 
activity of the Irish Anarchists in France 
continued unabated. Fenian agents in 
Paris during the past few days had re- 
ceived $3,000 from America. Small pack- 
ages of dynamite had been recently for- 
warded from France to England. 

Pore Leo issued an encyclical letter on 
the 18th denouncing secret societies. He 
attributed all the political troubles of Italy 
to Masonic societies. 

DuRING the seven days ended on the 18th 
two hundred and fifty-seven deaths from 
cholera occurred at Calcutta, India, and 
over one thousand persons were ill with 
the disease. 

AMINE at Zacatecas, Mex., caved ina 
few days ago, killing forty minors. 

A Carro dispatch of the 20th states that 
Egyptian refugees to the number of 450 re- 
cently sailed from Shendy for Borber, but 
the steamer ran aground, and the Arabs 
massacred every one on board. The vic- 
tims included many women and children. 

Tae cholera continued to rage at Calcut- 
ta, India, on the 20th, but so far no reports 
of its spread to other countries had been 
made. 

Ir having been reported that Mr. Parnell 
was about to retire from the leadership of 
the Irish National party, that gentleman, 
in an interview on the 19th, emphatically 
denied the rumor. 

THe Governor-General of Cuba tele- 
graphed the Madrid Government on the 
20th that Aguero had been surrounded, 
and that there would be no more trouble. 


THE Parnellita organ, United Ireland,

{t is said that over two hundred ounces 
of morphine are sold annually by a drug 
store at Washington, Ga. 

The proprictor of a hotel at Keowee, S. 
C., is engaged in preparing a large storm- 
pit for the benefit of his guests in case of a 
cyclone. 

The Dlinois Central Road has completed 
a branch of forty miles from Jackson, 
Miss., to Yazoo City, and will soon run 
regular trains. 

The colt Farondale, entered for the 
Louisville Derby, ran away a few days 
ago and fell, fatally injuring his jockey. 

W. W. Taylor committed suicide at 
Gainesville, Tex., a few nights ago by taking 
morphine. Family trouble is supposed to 
have been the cause. 

One Friedman, a Russian Jew peddler, 
Wag fatally stabbed at Nashville, Tenn., by 
alMtiknown person a few nights ago. 

Tensas and Concordia Parishes, _La., 
though badly overflowed, will probably 
be able to raise a cotton crop.

The Executive Committee of the Re- 
publican Whig Party of Georgia has is- 
sued a call for a convention to meet 
May 1, for the nomination of State officers 
and Presidential electors. 

A few days since Charles Sanders, 4 
colored young man of Fort Worth, Tex., 
went home, took a pistol from his pocket 
and remarked to his sister as he sat down: 
“Would you like to see me kill myself?” 
She told him: “‘No, put it away.” He put 
the pistol to his forehead and sent a ball 
through his brain, dying almost instantly. 

Stephen Moore, a Wichita Falls (Tex.) 
cattle man, was killed a few days ago by 
Ben Shanklin. The killer escaped. He is 
described as five feet nine inches high, 
light complexion, blue eyes and sandy mus- 
tache. Moore was rich and formerly re- 
sided at Dallas. A reward of $1,000 is of- 
fered for the capture of Shanklin. 

Captain Alf. G. Tuther, of Memphis, 
Tenn., has been missing for several days. 
The gentleman is widely known, and has a 
wife and four children in Memphis. Cap- 
tain Tuther was Adjutant-General under 
General James C. Veatch, who commanded 
the Federal forces in Memphis during 1864. 
He afterwards marched to the sea with 
Sherman, and was a popular officer in the 
army. 

It is stated that there are six hundred 
lunatics at present in the Texas jails. 

Hampton, Va., boasts the oldest church 
in the country—St. John’s, which was built 
in 1834,

The lady 
had only been able to get a few steps 
from the door of the restaurant after re- 
ceiving the first wound before she fell 
upon the walk exhausted. The fiend had 
followed her closely ail the time, taking 
every opportunity to fire, and it was after 
She lay exhausted on the pavement that 
he stood over her and fired the two shots 
that mangled her limbs so horribly. After 
emptying every cell of his deadly weapon 
he started to run away, turning into the 
alley just below Mainstreet. Officers Bal- 
lyntine and Brown happened to be in the 
vacant lot at the back of the block, and 
hearing the reports had started for the 
place from which they emanated. The 
theng frightened man rushed right into 
officer James Brown’s arms, aud said, 
‘Here, I have killed that woman on

over to the officer. He was immediately 
taken into custody, but this inno wise 
allayed the feeling of the mob that was 
fast gathering. He was placed in jail and 
the woman was cared for by friends. 

This morning just before daylight 
a mob of twenty or twenty-five men 
called at the jail and aroused 
the keeper. He demanded to know what 
they wanted, which was soon made known 
to him by a demand for the keys to the 
cell in which the prisoner was confined. 
They were peremptorily refused the keys, 
whereupon two or three of the mob broke 
the lock to the door and secured the mur- 
derer while others stood guard. At this 
juncture the officers appeared at the out- 
side of the jail-yard, but were covered by 
weapons in the hands of those standing 
guard, and told not to come any farther. 

A gag was placed over the cuiprit’s 
mouth and he was taken to the tower up- 
on which the fire bell hangs. -- The rope 
was placed around his neck. He was 
drawn up four or five times and finally 
left to hang until six o’clock in the 
morning, when he was cut down and 
taken in charge by the city sexton. 

The murderous wretch was looked up- 
on in his capacity of waiter as an agreea- 
ble and obliging person, but it was plain 
to be seen that sowething of a fiendish 
nature lurked under this. He was the 
only Japanese in town, and it was pre- 
sumed that the solitary life he was leading 
caused him to take periodical sprees, one 
of which he had been on for the past two 
weeks. Mrs. Gudgell spoke highly of 
him as a waiter and expressed regret 
at his leaving her abruptly some 
time ago. She had in the meantime filled 
his place, and could not take him back 
when he called Saturday evening. It is 
said that he came here recently from Tus- 
carora, Nev., and that a brother of his 
suffered the same fate that he has.

A CLEAN HAUL. 


An [ilinois Banker Retires Between Two 
Days, Together With All the Asaets Except 
the Sate—The Missing Cash Amounts te 
$40,000—Indignant %. 


EFFINGHAM, ILL., April 22. 
When Frank Ewers, Cashier of the bank 
of F. A. Van Gossy, walked into the 
banking institution yesterday morning, 
he examined things and was paralyzed 
with astonishment when he found the 


safe wide open and empty. The books 


were missing and nothing remained 
but the safe, the counters and the 
inkstands. The Cashier immediately 
sent for the President of the bank, 
and then it was learned that the 


President, too, was gone for parts 
unknown. The Cashier closed the 
bank, but he might as _ well 
have left it open, and the news 
spread throughout the city 


like wiidfire. A throng of citizens who 
had money in the establishment soon gath- 


} ered: before the door and gave vent to 


their feelings in‘ tonés more expressive 
than elegant. Wild threats were made te 
be carried out should the missing Presi- 
den be discovered, and quite an amount 
of indignation was expressed against the 
Cashier, who by some was suspected of 
complicity in the scheme. There was 
nothing to be done, and when the expla- 
nation of affairs was made the mulcted 
citizens retired to their homes to nurse 
their regrets and indignation. 

Van Gossy, the President of the bank, 
had a bad reputation among the best peo- 
ple in town, and how it was that, not- 
withstanding this, he took the inhabitants 
in can not be explained. The man wasin 
the habit of going every Sunday eithér to 
St. Louis or Chicago and there spending 
his time, according to common rumor, in 
the most unseemly manner. He had no 
property outside of the bank, and when he 
came here he had only a few thousand 
dollars, upon which capital he started the 
bank. i 

The last seen of Van Gossy after leav. 
ing the bank was when he boarded a 
north-bound Illinois Central train Satur- 
day night with a grip-sack in his hand. 
The supposition is that the Presideut of 
the bank has gone to Canada. A descrip- 
tion of the missing Bank President has 
been sent over the country, and hopes 
are entertained that he will be cap- 
tured. ‘ 

Owing to the fact that the books are 
missing, it is difficult to estimate the 
amount of money taken away, and the 
only reliable information about it is to be 
gained from the cashier, who said in re- 
sponse to questionsthat there was some- 
thing over $40,000 in the bank Saturday 
night when he left for home.

A VERDICT OF “NOT GUILTY” OF 
THE MUSCLE SHOALS ROB- 
BERY---RE-ARRESTED. 

Goy. Emith, U. S. District Attor- 
ney, concluded the argument in the 
James case about noon yesterday. An 
hour was occupied by Judge Bruce 
in a clear, impartial and able charge 
to the jury, which took the case at 
1 o'clock. 

There was arush for seats ia the 
Court room shortly after six o’clock 
in the evening when it became Lnowa 
that the jury had agreed upon a ver- 
dict. 


At half past six the prisoner, Frank 
James. accompanied by Mrs.

seats in the bar. The court was 
wrapped to order, and was crowded 
to its utmost capacity. Judge Bruce 
directed the clerk to read the verdict. 
He read: “We, the jury, find the 
defendant not guilty.”

There was some applause in the 
audience, which wa3 soon qu‘eted by 
Deputy Marshal Murphy’s prchibito- 
ry command for silence. 


Durivg the excitement of the brief, 


time of the anuoancement of the ac- 
quittal there never once appeared any 
visible emotion of joy on the faces; of 
either the noted prisoner or his wife.

Liddil testified that he 
had lived in Kansas City for the past year, 


jand known defendant twelve or thirteen 


years. He first met him in Jackson coun- 
ty, Missoufi; was working at the place 
where Jesse and Frank James made their 
headquurters. They were dodging some- 
body; had known Bill Ryan five years, Jim 
Cummins about the same time, the Hite 
family about the same time. 

Some little argument ensued relative to 
witness’ understanding with the court as to 
the question of his testifying. The Judge 


ruled to admit the evidence and witness 
continued. 


The first agreement with Jesse was in 
Missouri; Frank was not there; it was in 
the fall of 1879 or ’80; Bill Ryan, Hite, 
Jesse and Frank James agreed to roba 
train; afterwards they separated. The next 


‘| spring he met Jesse James in Clay county, 


Mo. They crossed the river to Jackson 
county and got Bill Ryan and then came 
to Tennessee, where Frank lived. Went 
to Missouri in the fall and got with Jim 
Cummins; returned to Tennessee; staid at 
the residence of Jesse and Frank James in 
Edgefield all that winter, and in the spring 
Cummins suddenly disappeared. Witness 
thought he intended to give the party 
away. Frank, Jesse and Ryan decided to 
go south, and said they were looking fora 
train to capture, and to select a route back. 
They told me to go to. old man Hite’s in 
Kentucky. Early on the morning of March 
6th Jesse and Ryan rode out from the 
house in Edgefield before daylight. Frank 
followed about 7 o’clock. Next day, the 
7th, L left for old man Hite’s place, near 


Aduirville. They did not say where they 
were going. I stayed at Hite’s eight or 
ten duys. Jesse James came up and stayed 


adap or two and returned to Nashville. 
Three days after I went to Nashville witb 
Wood Hite, and arrived at Nashville on the 
24th of March 1881. I had heard the James 
boysand Ryan talk about a canal and 
heard them read articlesin the paper about 
the work there and the number of men em- 
ployed. While in Nashville Jesse James 
went underthe name of J. D. Howard, 

Frank as B. J. Woodson, Ryan as Thomas 
Hill, and myself as Joe Smith. Before they 
left for Muscle Shoals, Frank “had a long 
sandy beard all over his face.

He had had 
frequent business relations with both men. 
On the 11th day of March 1881, the day the 
robbery was committed, he had shod James’ 
horse, and on the 12th, the following day, 
he had settled with him.

The world little imagines how largely 
it is indebted to the laborious researches 
of scientific medical men for many of 
the most important truihs relative to 
human health, happiness, and life. As 
population increases und the value of 
food is enhanced, the knowledge whi h 
chemistry has elicited is becoming more 
and mere valuable in a pract:cal point 
of view. 

Some kinds of food are more nutri- 
tious than others, and if it should be 
found that articles which are cheapest 
have the most nutriment and give tie 
highest ability to labor, then knowledge 
becomes money to the poor. Tables 
vary, but some of the general results are 
as follows: One pound of rice prepared 
for the table, gives eighty e’ght per cent. 
of nutriment, and consequently a rela- 
tively proportional ability to labor, com- 
pared with other articles of food. A 
pound of beef, costing fifteen cents, 
gives only twenty five per cent. of nu- 
triment. Yet countless numbers of the 
poor in New York strain a point daily 
to purchase beef at fifteen cents a 
pound when they could get a pound of 
rice for one-third of the amouat, the 
rice, too, having three times as much 
nutriment as beef, making a practical 
d fferenve of 800 per cent., aside from 
the fact that boiled rice is three times 
easier of digestion than roast beef, the 
rice being digested in about one hour, 
roast beef requiring three hours and a 
half.
